WAS BEATING HIS WAY TO MADI-

Ran Away From Home in Belton, Ind., 
Three Days Ago and His Body 
Will Be Shipped Back 
for Burial.

He ran away Thursday and was. beating 
his way west with John Miller of Belton. 
The young men expected to find employ- 
ment ir Madison, Ill. 

Just before they reached Belleville, Sat- 
urday, they decided to leave the freight car 
where they were concealed and find better 

varters in an open car, nearer the engine. 
Cook led the way. He crawled through an 
end door,of the car and started to climb 
to the car roof. 

The shrill whistle of the engine giving 
warning of the danger vf Dead an's 
Crossing conveyed no meaning to his ears. 

Cook grasped the iron ladder and lifted 
his. head above the car roof. The train 
dashed@ under the trestle and the lad’s body, 
crushed by-the heavy bridge timbers, was 
hurled lifeless to the side of the track. 

Miller, warned by the tragedy, remained 
in the box car until the train stopped: in 
Belleville. Then he told some men of the 
fate of his companion and they walked back 
to. the crossing. we 

Cook's body~was removed to the Gunluch 
undertaking establishment, where an in- 
quest was held Saturday afternoon. 

The body will be shipped back to the 
home from which Cook fled three days ago.

HUNDRED DOLLARS ON THE SIDE 


Interesting Contest Between the Type- 
setter Who Gambled and the 
One Who Didn’t, Which 
Shows That Fate Isn’t 
Always cn the 
Good Man’s 
Side. 


SEATTLE, Wash., March 22.—Faro play- 
ing is a dull business nowadays, according 
to a veteran gambler who knows what 
went cn In the printing offices some 30 years 
ago. ; 

A modest game played by a couple of lin- 
otype operators a night or so ago so stirred 
the memory of this man, who remembers 
better days, that he related on the spot the 
following remarkable story of a competition 
that took place in the Virginia City En- 
terprise office in the early ‘70s: 

“There were two fellows holding cases 
there," he said, ‘“‘that were both hot after 
‘bank'--Lee and Dunbar. Lee jumped or 
fell off a steamboat on the San Joaquin 
river some years ago, and Dunbar, the last 
I heard of him, was running a newspaper 
somewhere in Alaska. 

“Lee was always moralizing about the 
evils of faro bank, although he stuck to 
the game pretty religiously. He would 
claini that no man ever beat the game in 
the long run. Dunbar used to swear that 
he was well ahead of It. Maybe he was. 
He knew faro bank. He could get more 
and quicker action for his money than any 
of the boys. 

“I never did rightly Know much about 
the game. I could put up a small wad on 
the ace, knew what a ‘copper’ was for, 
and when I wanted quick action could get 
dowh on the high card; but that as about 
my limit. - 

“This idea of sliding a stack of chips 
off one corner of a card, with a ‘copper’ 
sticking somewhere in the middl.e and 
calling with it about three cards one way 
and four the other, was too deep for me. 
I didn’t have time to learn. My bundie 
never lasted long enough to get me any 
deep insight into the game, so to speak. 
But Dunbar could pla'y all over the table 
and he was an artist on all of the systems. 

“Well, Dunbar and Lee got to arguing 
one night, and the outcome was that Lee 
bet Dunbar an even hundred that he could 
earn and save %0 out of the space box 
setting type himself quicker than Dunbar 
{t at faro bank, both starting 
even with the board. It happened they each 
had a hundred, and it went up Into the 
hands of the daddy of the chapel, 

‘Lee wasn't any swift, but he wasa big 
streng fellow, and he started in as steady 
as a clock. He cut out booze, lived on 
sinkers and coffee, and pulled out for 
everything that was in him for seven 
nights in the week. Dunbar cut his ex- 
penses down to the same limit and every 
night at 11 o'clock when he went out to 
lunch, he would drop into the game, and 
lose what he had about him. 

‘Things run along this way for over 
three months. Lee had cleared the $490 
mark. Dunbar was in debt to the chapel 
Shylock for about all that was coming to 
him on that week's string. and had three or 
four dollars tn ris clothes, when he hit the 
game one night at the usual lunch hour, 
When time was called after lunch Dunbs. 
failed to show up. After half an hour vf 
so the foreman got hot, and he told the 
galley boy to hustle out and round Dunbar 
up, and tell him if he didn’t show up P 
q., there would be a pair of vacant cases 
on the Enterprise. 

“The boy came back after awhile with 
a rather impolite message form Dunbar, 
with some references to a warmer climate, 
and an intimation that Dunbar thought he 
had held of a better thing than cases on 
the Enterprise. 

“When Lee heard thie, he looked kind of 
worried and says he to the boy: ‘“ ‘How's 
Dunbar doing?’ ’’ 

“ ‘Well,’ says the boy. ‘he ain't vlaving 
nothin’ but red«¢chips, and he’s got bets 
scattered all over the board.’ ;
